DETAILED ACTION 

1. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 1. 175 
and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: 

Applicant is identified in the declaration as a joint inventor. Therefore, the declaration lacks the 
signature(s) of the other inventor(s). 

2. Claims 1-3 1 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. lil as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 

3. Applicant has failed to incorporate the changes made by Certificate of Correction (see 
MPEP 1411.01). 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. C lim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 30 is confusing as the outside panel is understood to comprise the fabric and therefore 
could not be different from the fabric. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



7. Ciaims 19, 22, 24-27, 30 and 3 1 are rejected under 3 5 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Hayes. 

Hayes shows a pocket of sheer or net material stitched to a backing on left, right and bottom 
edges (see column 1, lines 58-65). With respect to claims 25 and 26 the pocket is seen to 
comprise triangular and trapezoidal aspects. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Note particularly, the stitched pockets of Kenneth et al., Stacker, Jr. et al. and Swain 
and the displaying pockets of Fox, Lenart, Milne and Levin.
